(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE GAVAN DUFFY.) 
To-day was fixed for the hearing of argu- 


ments on the question whether or not an 
action of Captain Joseph Curran, whose 
address was given as the Magazine Fort, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, against the Attorney- 
General should be set down for hearing on 
points of law mentioned in a notice of motion 
that came before the Court. 

The motion, which was on behalf of the 
Attorney-General, asked to have points of 
law raised by him in his defence disposed of 
before the trial of the action. 

Mr. Kevin Dixon, K.C., with whom was 

Mr. G. D. Murnaghan (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), for the Attorney- 
General, said that the subétantial point of 
law raised was that the statement of claim 
disclosed no cause of action. 
The action was, said Mr. Dixon, to some 
extent a sequel to the raid on the Magazine 
Fort last Christmas. Subsequent to that, 
under Section 7 of the Defence Forces Act, 
1937, the Government intimated to Captain 
Curran that they intended to advise the 
President to dismiss him, and the notice 
gave him an opportunity to make represen- 
tations against the proposed action. Captain 
Curran, instead of making any representa- 
tions, brought the present proceedings for a 
declaration that the notice served on him 
in purported compliance with Section 7 was 
not a compliance with the section, and was 
ultra wires, illegal! and void, and for a 
number of subsidiary d tions.

Among those who had some cause to 
rejoice when the “ last chance’’ steamer, 
President Roosevelt, reached New York 
yesterday, were 2,000 American residents, 
who will benefit to the extent of one new, 
shiny Irish farthing apiece.

Now the film has been 
edited and is ready for showing, and Mr. 
Staunton is presenting a ‘‘visual’’ pro- 
gramme with it, glorifying Ireland’s scenic 
and “human interest ” features. 

Everyone who writes to Mr. Staunton 
about this programme will receive a present 
of one new Irish farthing. He selected 


the farthing as a novel gift, owi 
remarkable interest Ameritans hans > Fo 
in Ireland’s distinctive coins.

Sunday at Seapoint 


On Sunday it occurred to me’ that a 
bathe would be pleasant: so I put my 
pants into a pocket and set off to find a 
tram. Eventually I got one, but I stood 
on the platform all the way from Lans- 
downe road to Seapoint. at tram was 
intended to carry 74 people. It certainly 
carried a hundred on Sunday afternoon, 
and I am sure that no inspector or police- 
man would have been sufficiently hard- 
hearted to insist on the regulations. 

Occasionally a ‘bus passed, similarly 
packed ; and the trains, as I discovered on 
arrival, were no less full.. I understood 
the reason when I crossed the railway 
line. Exactly how many thousands of 
people were sprawled on that half-mile or 
so of narrow beach it is beyond my ability 
to guess—or how many thousands of 
bicycles were laid six deep, here, there and 
everywhere. 

I have never seen such a crowd on an 
Irish beach before—or anything like it. 
And Portmarnock, they tell me, had at 
least as many visitors. It beats me to 
imagine what Killiney strand must have 
been like. : 


Silence en Masse 


Eventually I found a square foot of un- 
occupied rock, and contrived somehow to 
wriggle out of my clothes. After a brief 
“dip,” I lighted a pipe and resigned 
myself to contemplation. There is a 
wonderfully pleasant quality about being 
alone in the midst of a crowd, and it 
conduces to contemplation. 

The scene was remarkably vivid 
Bathing costumes, both for men and 
women, seem to be more brightly coloured 
this summer ; and the blinding light from 
the sea, with the white sails of the yachts 
racing off Dun Laoghaire, created an 
illusion almost of unreality—so foreign 
is really brilliant colour to an Irish land- 


scape. Then I became aware that not 
merely was the sight unreal, but the 
sound. 


There was not enough sound, only a dim 
murmur as of low voices. So huge a crowd 
ought to have been an inferno of noise; 
but a shout on that beach would have becn 
electi-‘ying by contrast with the prevail. 
ing quietness. The reason, after a 
moment's thought, was evident.

_ Harry Kernoff, R.H.A., is so strongly 
individualistic in the choice and charazter 
of the subjects of his oil paintings, water- 
colours and drawings that a ‘‘ Kernoff’’ is 
unmistakable.

Be Prepared 


ITH the war approaching ever nearer

Instructions have been given, T'Ae Autocar 
goes on, to enable private owners to put their 
cars out of action, to avoid the risk of their 
use by parachute troops. If this risk becomes 
a reality it is probable that signposts will 
have to be removed; but, though such action 
would increase the need for the use of road 
maps, it 1s equally necessary that such maps 
should not’ be left in unattended cars, or, 
indeed, carried at all unless the necessity is 
unavoidable. 

There is no great proportion of cars in 
Britain fitted with radio equipment, but it 
is = on the cards that its use also may 
be banned. There is no doubt that a radio- 
me car, if it fell into the hands of a 
small detachment of the enemy, would be of 
value to them. 

What the chances are of such happenings 
we cannot know, but what we do know 1s 
that we are fighting an enemy whose greatest 
successes so far have been achievéd by 
exploiting methods that a year or two ago 
we should have dismissed as fantastic and 
impossible, It is only by imagining every 
avenue of attack from within and without, 
and taking immediate precautions against it, 
that we can guard against surprise, concludes 
the article. :

BONAPARTE-WYSE’* AND 
PROVENCE 


TO THE EDITOR’ OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—I have waited patiently for some 
reference Fa pages to the late Mr. A. N. 
Bonaparte-Wyse’s connection with the Pro- 
vencal Renaissance. I have not seen one 
word about his father’s distinguished partici- 
pation in the movement headed by Mistral, 
Aubanel and Roumanille. 

William Bonaparte-Wyse was the Cigalo 
d’Irlando of the Felibrige, a distinction now 
held by my friend the eminent prose writer, 
Jouve, of Carpentras, whom I met at Maillane 
m 1932. I have before me the first edition 
of Li Parpaioun Blu, by William C. Bona- 
parte-Wyse, printed at Avignon and published 
in 1868 at Avignon and Barcelona. 

Besides poems in modern Provengal, the 
volume contains two poems in ancient Pro- 
vencal—one in Catalan and several in 
English—the latter with Provencal trans- 
lations by Aubanel, Mathieu, Mistral, Gras 
and others, and a translation into Catalan by 
Victor Balaguer of one of the modern Pro- 
vencal poems. There is a preface by Mistral. 
' It is a distinction to be the son of the 
only Irishman who ever wrote in Provencal 
and achieved the supreme honour of the 
golden ‘‘Cigale.’’ The late Mr. A. N. Bona- 
parte-Wyse showed me once his remarkable 
and = collection of all the works of all 
the Felibres of the heroic period, all with

PRESENT PERPLEXITIES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—l have read with deep interest your 
leading article of to-day on the subject of re- 
cruiting, and the article by ‘* Politicus’’ on 
the relation between the war emergency and 
the problem of partition. ; 

As regards the. first, can one be surprised 
if the response in parts of the country 1s 1n- 
adequate’ We politicians cannot be held 
guiltless of the lethargy which is now the 
subject of complaint. Much has been said 
by members of all parties that tended 
to create a false sense of security and an ex- 
cessive reliance upon the protective virtues 
of neutrality. There has been some captious 
opposition even to the inadequate preparations 
of the Government in both the military and 
economic spheres. Until the other day party 
controversies continued gaily and we still stop 
short of a national Government. The effects 
of past errors cannot be dispersed overnight. 
Notwithstanding the urgency of the nation’s 
need, it is unfair in the circumstances to 
denounce the youth of the country for back- 
wardness, 

You face bravely the reluctance of many 
who have near relations in the British Forces, 
or who accept Commonwealth position, to 
enter the Irish Army without being sure what 
this might involve. Clearly Mr. Traynor is 
right in saying that no army can accept a 
conditional allegiance, and I suggest that the 
importance of forming a national front 
against invasion is so vital from every point 
of view that. it justifies treating certain 


very strong probabilities as certainties. 
We cannot, however, refuse to recognise 
the fact, evidenced by the attitude 


of all political parties, that the country 
cannot be united on any policy other than the 
policy of the Government. The problem is 
to make the best of this situation and not 
to sacrifice what is practicable out of regret 
for something that is unattainable. 

On what ‘‘Politicus’’ says there should 
be little need to enlarge, and I am merely 
anxious to direct attention to his article.—

Yesterday the Italian Government 
declared war on France and Great 
Britain.

The great German offensive in France 
continues with unabated fury. Yesterday, 
by dint of sheer mechanical pressure, 
motorised columns reached the Seine; and 
it would be merely foolish now to pretend 
that Paris is not in danger. Yesterday 
it was announced that the permanent 
staffs of certain Ministries had left the 
capital. From the beginning of the war 
the French people have been ready for 
this contingency. They have not forgotten 
those dark days in 1914, when the Govern- 
ment was transferred to Bordeaux; and 
they are prepared, now as then, to defend 
the soil of France even if the time should 
arrive when German tanks are being re- 
fuelled in the Champs Elysées. They are 


not dismayed. For some years before the 
outbreak of war French strategy had been 


concentrated on the idea of the Maginot 
Line. When the young King of the 
Belgians, after Germany’s military re- 
occupation of the Rhineland, decided in 
favour of complete neutrality, and broke 
away from Belgium’s alliance with France, 
the French General Staff seems to have 
become obsessed with the idea that 
Germany never would invade Belgium 
again, and that France would be quite 
safe behind the impregnable wall that had 
been designed under the rule of Monsieur 
Maginot. Events have proved how far 
mistaken it was; and when General 
Weygand at the age of seventy-three was 
called from the Near East to save France 
from the invader he. was faced with a 
truly formidable task. He had a magni- 
ficent army at his disposal—by far the 
hnest army in existence—but flesh and 
blood alone hardly can be expected to 
stand up indefinitely against masses of 
heavily armoured tanks and other engines 
of war. The ‘‘ Weygand Line,” which 
was improvised hastily while the British 
Expeditionary Force and General Prioux’s 
French army were fighting their way out 
of the Flanders bottle-neck, merely was a 
device, as it were, to gain time. General 
Weygand. and every military expert 
realised that it might not be possible to 
prevent a siege of Paris, particularly in 
view of the Italians’. attitude; and it 
has been evident for the last week or so 
that the French Generalissimo, while de- 
fending every inch of French ground with 
stubborn bravery, was husbanding his 
main resources ‘with a view to a gigantic 
counter-offensive at some later stage. The 
Germans have been hurling all their avail- 
able forces into the fight with a prodigal 
disregard of human losses. They have 
been using up their tanks and armoured 
cars at an appalling rate, in the hope, if 
not the belief, that they would be able to 
smash French resistance before the 


‘momentum of their advance should have 


spent itself. Nobody can deny that they 
have made territorial gains. Their tanks 
and low-flying aircraft have swept every- 
thing out of their deygstating path, but 
they have neither « i nor shaken the 
French’ armies. It is possible that, as 
onsieur Clemenceau said during the last 


war, the French generals may be ‘fo

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as a day of big events; but, perhaps, the 
most significant of them, all was President 
ville: He spoke after he had learned of 
Signor Mussolini’s decision to leap to 
Germany’s aid, and nobody who reads his 
remarks can have the least doubt concern- 
ing his sympathies. The United States, 
declared President Roosevelt, would extend 
all its material resources to the ‘‘ opponents 
of force.” The sympathies of the American 
Republics, he added, lay 
nations which are giving their life’s blood 
in combat against the gods of force and 
hate.” The President informed his 
audience, which probably included the 
greater part of the civilised world—for. 
his speech was broadcast in several 
languages—that he had promised Signor 
Mussolini that, if Italy would remain out 
of the war, he would ask the other Powers 
to execute faithfully any readjustments 
that might be desired by Italy; but the 
Duce had refused. It is obvious now 
that, short of taking an active part in the 
war, the Government of the United States 
will do everything in its power to help 
the Allies. Already enormous orders have 
been placed with American firms for the 
delivery of war material of various kinds. 
The industries of the United States are 
in a position to supply France and Great 
Britain with an almost unlimited number 
of the most modern types of aircraft, as 
well as with guns and shells of every 
description. President Roosevelt declared 
that not only would material aid be sent 
to the European Allies, but also produc- 
tion of all sorts of equipment would be 
accelerated in order that the United States 
should be made ‘‘equal to the task of 
any emergency and every defence.” ‘‘In 
pursuing our aims to aid the Allies and 
rearm,’’ he concluded, ‘‘ we will not slow 
down or detour. The signs and signals 
call for speed—full speed ahead!’’ These 
are portentous words. They indicate that, 
while the United States of America has 
no intention at the moment to depart 
from its attitude of ‘‘non-belligerency,”’ 
its Government and people are determined 
to do everything possible to help France 
and Great Britain in their grim struggle. 
This war pre-eminently is a war of 
material. No fair-minded man would 
question the physical courage of the 
Germans; but they owe their initial 
successes almost entirely to their striking 
superiority in the mechanical parapher- 
nalia of war. With the progress of time, 
and, if the industries of the United States 
play the part foreshadowed by President 
Roosevelt, Germany’s material preponder- 
ance will be bound to disappear. Then 
the real test of strength will begin. In 


The British Premier has sent a telegram 
to the President of the French Republic 
pledging Great Britain's support in the 
fullest measure. Already the survivors of 
the British Expeditionary Force from 
Flanders are being sent to stand by the 
side of the French troops. A substantial 
force has veen withdrawn from Norway, 
and presumably will join the army in 
France as quickly as possible. Britain 
and Franco will stand or fall together.

The Pilgrim Trust 


Ten years ago Edward Stephen Harkness, 
American millionaire and philanthropist, 
who had made a great fortune in oil, rail- 
ways and other industrial enterprises, 
crossed the Atlantic and entertained a 
small party to funcheon in a London hotel. 
The object of his visit was a strange one. He 
had amassed a fortune which would have 
made Creesus turn green with envy, and, 
having at last retired from his strenuous 
but fascinating hobby of making money, 
he had been spending his time in his 
native land seeking out how best he might 
use the great wealth that he possessed. 
America. his native land, came first, of 
course, in his plans; and, having provided 
funds for a thousand deserving causes 
there, he turned his mind to another land 
with which he was tied by both ancestry 
and affection. Centuries earlier his fore- 
fathers had left England for the New 
World, but, whilo America had become 
their home and the home of their children’s 
children, they never allowed themselves to 
forget the branch from which they sprang. 
Ten years ago, as we have said, Edward 
Stephen Harkness crossed the Atlantic, 
and the purpose of his voyage to England 
was to show his admiration for that 
country by presenting it with a gift of 
£2,000,000. The idea of so magnificent a 
gift was to draw closer the bonds which 
bind the United States of America and 
the original. ‘‘ Old Country’’ of England. 
His plans were vague, but he left 
the disposal of the money to the 
unfettered discretion of a number of 
trustees. He realised that many 
of the great cathedrals, having survived a 
thousand years of rapine at the hands of 
man and of natural decay, were in danger ; 
he realised that many of what have become 
known throughout the world as the stately 
homes of England were in decline because 
their owners no longer could afford to 
maintain them; that. much that was 
precious of English culture could- not be 
preserved without the assistance o* wealthy 
men.

According to the 
news received from the other side of the 
Atlantic the latest type of helicopter to be 
invented surpasses all its predecessors iu 
the ease with which it ascends; it went 
up from a concrete-paved backyard only 
forty feet square in the heart of the 
business section of Long Island City, New 
York, stood almost still at a height of a 
few feet, and came straight down again 
without breaking anything. We think 
that the use of the homely word “ back- 
yard ” points out the immense potentiali- 
ties of the new machine and indicates how 
much of a nuisance it is going to be. 
Almost everybody .has a backyard, 
although it sometimes contains a few feet 
of surface soil and is called a garden 
Almost everybody who cannot possibly 
afford it, according to the neighbours, has 
a motor car, and the fact that it was 
bought third or fourth-hand for a song 
and may have been one of the first ever 
made does not count. Therefore, when 
backyard heliocopters are put on the 
market and brought within the reach of 
the multitude of owner-drivers, it would 
be too much to expect that those who com- 
plain of the roads cramping their style 
will be content to remain on the earth. 
Private helicopters will be as familiar to 
the next generation as cars are to the 
present one, and will be used for the same 
purposes as cars are used to-day. 
Pedestrians, however, would be well 
advised not to rejoice prematurely; to 
have a helicopter drop on a man’s new hat 
might be just as annoying as to have a 
motor car mess up his new suit—if he 
happened to be wearing hat or suit at the 
time. ‘‘ Joy-riding’’ is a serious affliction 
at the moment, but, when the joy-riders 
take to the air, the rest of the population 
would be wise to have the old air-raid 
shelters reconstructed as places of refuge. 
Perhaps, However, it is too early to be 
pessimistic. The new machine as yet has 
undergone only its preliminary trials, and

FRENCH MESSAGE TO 
THE POPE 


AMBASSADOR’S SPEECH 


From REUTER $ CoRRESPONDENT. 
VATICAN CITY, Monday. 


The indescribable sufferings of France 
were referred to by the Pope, replying to 
the new French Ambassador to the Vatican, 
M. Vladimir d’Ormesson, who presented his 
credentials yesterday. ‘‘The words which 
you have just spoken,” His Holiness said, 
“are full of a deep pathos. By reason of 
the gravity of the hour that has brought 
such indescribable sufferings to the sons 
and daughters of your country. In this 
great confusion let us recall the eternal 
verities, which, beyond frontiers of race and 
of speech, are the essential foundation of 
the moral inheritance of humankind.”’ 

The terrible events of recent days and the 
ravages of war, the Pope said, had opened 
the eyes of sincere and watchful observers, 
many of whom had seen with pain the 
growing de-Christianisation of public and 
private life. 

M. Vladimir d’Ormesson, presenting his 
credentials, said; ‘‘I bring to Your Holiness 
the assurance that France at this 

ave moment feels twenty centuries of 

hristianity throbbing within her. Perhaps 
never before has France felt herself in 
closer accord with the precepts of 
Christianity. At the outset of my mission, 
begun in such circumstances, I dare to hope 
that Your Holiness will give it your 
support. I undertake it with respect, with 
hope, with confidence. Christianity is torn 
by a struggle which not — involves the 
fighting Tenens, but which strike in- 
discriminately and without pity innocent 
civilians, torn from their hearths.” He 
said: ‘‘ France, who did not want this war, 
who gave many proofs of her readiness to 
reach agreement, always welcomed with the 
warmest loyalty the efforts which on many 
occasions Your Holiness made to prevent the 
irreparable.”’ i 

Recalling that France had been twice 
ravaged in a quarter of a century, M. 
d’Ormesson concluded: ‘‘Out of so many 
trials it is not possible that Divine justice 
should not raise a golden harvest; the day 
will come when Europe will find peace.

BVIOUSLY, in order to be of any 
O assistance to Germany, Italy must 
attack either France or Britain, or 
both. She entered the war in the hope of 
delivering the knock-out blow at a moment 
when the Allies were being very hard pressed 
and had suffered one major disaster. More 
than that, it would seem that she hopes to 
effect hex purpose before any attempt at 
American intervention can materialise—all 
this, although by all accounts, her people are 
opposed to the war. It is said to be only the 
policy of a governing political party; that 
remains to be seen. t all events, let us 
briefly review possible objectives—taking 
account of operations only against the two 
major Allies fer the moment. 
And first against France, as being hard 
ressed at a moment, and so more 
dangerously exposed. Italy has claimed, as 
against. France, Nice, Corsica and Tunisia. 
ice is an important fortress; Corsica 1s a 
strongly anti-Italian island, and Tunisia is a 
well-protected border territory of the French 
African Empire In short, all these are 
locally well defended, and would call for con- 
siderable effectives of men and material to 
reduce them. Actually, Italy has retained in 


‘each of them a serious proportion of the 


French forces, It is quite certain that in 
this grave hour Weygand will not divert to 
any of them a single man or a single gun. 


MALTA MAY GO 


As against Britain, the possible Italian 
objectives are also three in number—Malta, 
Cyprus and Egypt. Malta will, agg wnnees 
be bombed heavily and repeatedly, invaded 
by air and fast surface craft and also “ Fifth 
Columned.”’ Conceivably,.it may be occupied 
by. the Italians—and, possibly, its loss is 
already discounted. Cyprus may be similarly 
assailed, but is far less vulnerable and nearer 
British main strength in the Middle 
East. Besides, the Greek population, while 
disliking British rule, are unlikely to 
ee change it for Italian. Egypt is, 
militarily, in much the same situation with 
reference to Britain that Tunisia is to France. 
Italy may make—and probably will—a major 
effort from Libia against one or the other. 
She is unlikely to have forces sufficient to 
attack both simultaneously. 

Two other objectives remain—to put the 
Suez Canal out of commission by aerial 
attacks and to strike out from Abyssinia 
against French and British Somaliland, 

enya, Soudan, etc. To counter this, the 
Allies will, presumably, draw on the resources 
of their Indian Empires. Such are the strictly 
military operations open to Italy. Any “-her 
move would automatically bring in some 
present neutral on the Allied side. Such, for 
instance, would be an attack on Jugoslavia 
or Greece or Turkey. Such, again, would be 
the passing of German troops to attack 
France across the Western Alps, thus en- 
circling Switzerland. 


LIKELY TARGETS 


In the sphere of aerial warfare, we may 
look for bombing of the Southern part of 
France, which had hitherto escaped. Also, 
French North Africa and Egypt will be 
similarly attacked, as will Syria and Pales- 
tine. hat precise degree of intensity is to 
be looked for it is hard to say. The Italian 
Air Force cannot strike out in every direc- 
tion at once. On the policy of “first things 
first,’’ the likeliest targets are Southern 
France generally and Malta. As against 
this, the British have stationed in the Near 
East a very strong and efficient fraction of 
the R.A.F. It may be taken for granted 
that this will retaliate by onslaughts on the 
Dodekanese. It has been stated, though this 
cannot be guaranteed, that after the Spanish 
War Italy did not maintain her Air “orce 
at its then standard. If this is really so, 
there may be surprises in store—seeing the 
real excellence of the newest British aviation 
material. 

Where Italy will be most useful to Germany 
is in the naval sphere. She possesses a good 
modern fleet of approximately the same 
strength as the French, and, in the Central 
Mediterranean, a really admirable series of 
bases and strong strategical positions—includ- 
ing the only mineable area of this very deep 
sea, esha 5 Pantelleria. But this strong 
position is essentially defensive—for attack 
on main hostile forces it is not so suitable. 

In one respect, however, Italy can take im- 
portant offensive action at sea—t.e., by her 
great submarine fleet of well over a hundred 
modern craft. True, there is now no British 
traffic in the Mediterranean; but there is 
much French traffic, especially in the western 
half. Besides, the Strait of Gibraltar cannot 
be closed to submarines passing it submerged : 
it is far too deep to net or mine. rom 
Cagliari, at the 8.W. corner of Sardinia, to 
Gibraltar is less than 800 miles—the double 
of which is well within submarine radius.

Italy’s Navy consists of four battleships,

—according to the last available figures of 
completed ships. Two more battleshine are 
under construction. Italy's peace-time army 
establishment is 260,006, but in the last 
few months she has called up, accordmg to 
reports coming from Rome, 1,500,000 men. 
The iast official figures of overseas garrisons 
were :—Libya, 55,000; Abyssinia and Italian 
Somaliland, 60,000; Atgean Islands, 3,000;

Evacuation of Norway 


News came to-day that the British have 
evacuated Northern Norway and thar, 
King Haakon and his Government arse 
now in this country. In addition to the 
British, a proportion of the Norwegian 
forces has also been withdrawn, to be 
re-formed for action on other fronts, 
Troops and material from Northern 
Norway, it is said, can now be used with 
greater advantage elsewhere. This deci- 
sion, though it came as a shock, met. with 
general approval, since it is not at Narvik 
that the fate of Europe can be decided. 
There were rumours this morning that 
there had been a naval battle in the Noith 
Sea, but the Admiralty declined to issue 
any statement until full reports have been 
received. A Norwegian said to-day that 
the position is very similar to that of the 
Dutch. The King is still King, and the 
last thing the Norwegian Parliament did 
was to give a unanimous vote to the 
Government, which, therefore, has a com- 

letely solid backing. King Haakon and 
Ris son, Crown Prince Olaf, arrived on a 
British warship to-day, where they were 
reccived by high officials and joined a 
special train for an unknown destination. 


Mr. Churchill to Speak 


Mr. Churchill is expected to open the 
secret sitting of the House of Commons 
to-morrow with a statement which will 
afford a basis for constructive criticism 
afterwards, and a similar statement will 
be made by Lord Caldecote, the Lord 
Chancellor, in the House of Lords on 
Wednesday, when the Peers in their turn 
will have a secret sitting. It is under. 


stood that the main business to-morrow 
will be a discussion on heme defence, and 
that attempts at personal attacks on 
Ministers, present or past, will lhe 


severely discouraged, as this is not the 
time for a debate of an acrimonious 
character which might weaken the national 
unity. Everyone has great confidence in 
Mr. Churchill and the present Govern- 
ment, and the hope is expressed in purlia- 
mentary circles that people will be willing 
to let bygones be bygones and concentrate 
on more important matters. 


Watching Prices 


The British Government is carefully 
watching the course of prices in anticipa- 
tion of the restriction of supplies of all 
kinds of every-day articles. The existing 
machinery for this purpose is quite com- 
prehensive, but it will be extended if it 
is shown by experience that it is necessary. 
It is not expected, however, that this will 
be so, as in all the private consultations 
between the Board of Trade and the 
trading organisations a fine spirit of 
understanding and co-operation has been 
manifest. There is a tendency on tho 
part of the wholesalers to advise retailers 
to check excessive purchases by any 
customers, and to distribute stocks accu- 
mulated for the Government restriction 
order with due regard to real needs and 
to keep prices stable. The retailers, 
generally speaking, are acting upon this 
advice. 


Communal Kitchens 


The tremendous powers with which Mr. 
Bevin, the Minister of Labour, is entrusted 
are indicated to-dav by the fact that 
under an Order in Council he has taken 
over the administration of the Factorr 
Acts from the Home Office. This means 
that he will be in a position to stimulate 
and develop to the full extent the safety, 
health and welfare arrangements inside 
factories, as well as the billeting, 
communal feeding and recreation outside. 
To ease the burden on householders, he 
intends to open communal kitchens, where 
workers will be able to receive all their 
meals, and in the case of women workers 
he will arrange for créches, where young 
children can be looked after while their 
mothers are at work.

Must Not Buy Plants 


For several years past the gardens 
around the Vicioria Memorial outside 
Buckingham Palace during the summer 
have been a mass of scarlet geraniums, 
intermingled with gladioli of the same 
colour. This year there will be geraniums 
only, as these have been raised from exist- 
ing stocks, while gladioli have to be 
bought. ‘The Office of Works has devided 
that gardeners must use only the plants 
they have and buy nothing further. The 
glass-houscs formerly used for the raising 
of delicate plants are given over to the 
cultivation of tomatoes, and tons of these 
are now ripening. The Food Ministry 
will dispose of them later on, as well as 
all the salad vegetables now growing in 
the open in the parks.

Italy has never won a war without assist- 
ance, except against the unfortunate 
Abyssinians, who were armed with spears 
against tanks, and with bows and arrows 
against poison gas. In her struggle for 
independence in the last century she was 
assisted at every turn both by Great Britain 
and by France. It was French soldiers, not 
Italians, who drove the Austrians out of 
Italy. 

Garibaldi, a heroic Italian, registered the 
debt that his country owes to Great Britain 
when he called down a curse upon any Italian 
Government who in the future should fight 
against the country that had saved her. 


WITHOUT A FRIEND 


Supposing the impossible were to happen 
and Germany were to be victorious, the fate 
of Italy would be even worse; for while 
according to our principles we should allow 
the defeated Italy to retain her independence, 
a victorious Germany would certainly reduce 
her to the position of a vassal State. How 
could Italy, then, without a single friend in 
the oan. hope to stand up against the 
dictates of Germany? 

It would be a just punishment for the 
crime Italy commits to-day. Italy, the heir 
of Rome, has allied herself with those very 
barbarians who destroyed the Roman Empire, 
and she is assisting them in this, their second 
er to wipe out civilisation. But we 
need have .no fear of such an eventuality. 
Germany is-no more likely -4o win the war 
with the assistance of Italy than she was 


gs . 


AT CAPORETTO - 


On the contrary, it is more than likely that 
Italy will prove a liability rather than an 
asset, as, indeed, she proved to her Allies 
in the last war, when, after the disgraceful 
flight of the Italian Army- at Caporetto, the 
British and French had to dispatch troops 
at great inconvenience to themselves in order 
to restore the. position in Italy and put back 
some courage in the hearts of Italians. 

No, we need have no fear, and, indeed, 
from one point of view, the entry of Italy will 
prove of immediate assistance, The Italian 
Peninsula has formed the great gap in our 
blockade of Germany. Through that tunnel 
supplies of all kinds have been reachin the | 
enemy. From to-night that tunnel is closed, 
and the effectiveness of the blockade will be 
increased enormously. 


MUSSOLINI’S EXCUSE 


No war has ever been declared with so little 
provocation as this. Italy had no quarrel 
with Great Britain or with France, and had 
made no claim which had been refused. There 
was no subject which our two Governments 
were not ready to discuss; no problem which 
they were not anxious to solve: So much is 
this the case that in the short account of 
what Mussolini said this afternoon one can- 
not find that he himself mentioned any cause 
for his action, save that Great Britain and 
France were richer nations than Italy. 

It is the excuse of the man who breaks 
into another’s house and cuts his throat in 
order to steal his money. This, indeed, is 
the criminal act of a common murderer—the 
act of a man who, although he rules over a 
Christian people, not only loathes and despises 
Christianity, but makes no pretence to be 
bound the ordinary laws which all 
civilised human beings respect. 


MISERY FOR. ITALY 
Murderers very often succeed in the first 
instance, for the simple reason that civilised 
life is carried on upon the assumption that 


‘| murder will not be committed, but the end 


of murderers is always shameful, as the end 
of Mussolini will be. He will bring misery: 
and starvation upon his people; he will leave 
nothing behind him but the curses of those 
whom he has betrayed; he will increase the 
number of ruins for which Italy has long been 
famous. 

I believe that the news that Italy has joined 
in the war is well-timed to strengthen the 
endurance and encourage the hearts of the 
French and British people, because we know 
the Italians of old, and we know that, what- 
ev:: other qualities they ma , we can 
never fail to beat them on the field of battle.

Disappointing Schools Tennis : Base-line 
. Play Predominates : Notable 
Schools Cricketer

A Lot to be Done 


I am going to devote most of my space 
this week to the question of junior tennis in 
Dublin. With the success achieved by Paul 
Read this season and the promising form 
shown by others, such as Joe McHale, Guy 
Jackson, Brian Murphy, Betty Lombard and 
Mary Nichols, -it seems as if we have struck 
a new and richer vein of talent than for 
some time previously; but a great deal re- 
mains to be done. [ was decidedly dis- 
appointed by the standard of play shown in 
the Senior Schools’ Cup final at Fitzwilliam 
last week. I do not wish to hurt. the feelings 
of thé? Blackrock and O’Conrfell'’s boys, but 
I am only stating a fact when I say that 
they fell below the standard shown in finals 
for the last seven or eight years. 


Lack of Knowledge 


They have qualities which brought them 
to the last stage of this competition. Most 
of them showed commendable determination 
in keeping the ball in play, and they fought 
their matches with any amount of determina- 
tion, but they lacked a ‘knowledge of the 
game, and it is obvious that none of them 
have ever watched first-class play, which can 
be seen in any normal season in Fitzwilliam. 
There was one doubles in which all four boys 
stood firmly planted at the base-line, and 
played a sort of four-handed- single, not one 
of them having the least idea of seeking the 
net. In the top doubles match, the 
O’Connell’s pair could both hit the ball 
well and truly overhead when they were 
drawn into the net; and had not time to get 
back, but, from preference, they stayed at 
the back of the court, and very hearly lost a 
match they should have won easily. On the 
credit side, the Blackrock captain, F. Nolan, 
showed the qualities of T. G. McVeagh, 
chasing every single return. with the utmost 
determination, and lobbing consistently to the 
base line.

London late last night that no arrangements 
for the departure ot the Ambassador and 
Embassy adam will be made until to-day.

He is a close friend of Mussolini, and 
took part in the famous Blackshirt march 02 
Rome. 

A few private cars and taxis rushed to the 
Italian Embassy shortly after six o clock, 
and men, bareheadej anc obviously in a great 
hurry, got out and disappeared through the 
Embassy doors. 

Two officials carrying brief cases also drove 
away in a car. 

The Press Association understands that the 
nine journalists, representing Italian news 
aa and agencies. were summoned to the 
talian Embassy half an hour before 
Mussolini’s broadcast, and told of Italy’ 
entry into the war. They made immediate 
preparations to leave London.

igger invasion, the organisers of the Trinity 
Dav students’ ‘‘rag’’ and flag day decided to 
use as the spearhead of their push a skilfull 
operated “ penny farthing ” in place of fold- 
ing bicycles. 

The ‘‘parachutists’’ were only a small 
section of the ‘‘forces’’ used by the Dublin 
students in their drive for support for the 
“ Kids-to-the-Seaside Fund.” heir equip- 
ment included a forlorn-looking M.1, repre- 
senting the country’s navy; a secret weapon 
in the form of Dr. Ryan's egg-marking 
machine, a few units of our mercantile 
marine not at present in use, and a Louis 
Quinze tableau, whose purpose in the offen- 
sive was not quite clear. The greater pact 
of the force was mechanised, although, as in 
all armies, a certain number had to travel 
on foot. To make the army extremely mobile 
vehicles of a well-known Dublin laundry were 
requisitioned. 

Trinity College was the clearing yards, and 
the vanguard had arrived only at O’Connell 
street when the air raid sirens were sounded. 
he soldiers, who were equipped with the 
latest noise-making devices of the modern 
army, took cover. Behind came the men on 
foot, and there were few people who were 
abl» to escape from their collecting boxes. 

The funds collected during the ‘‘rag’’ (and 
they must have been substantial) will be used 
to send children to holiday camps under the 
supervision of the Corporation. The campaign 
was sponsored by the students themselves, 
supported by voluntary helpers from the hos- 
pitals and civic institutions. The pageant 
was up to the standard of humour set by the 
University Players, whose talents contributed 
to the planning and production of the ‘‘ rag.”’
